The fourth Supervisorial district
will * receive but $50,000 of the
$500,000 state gasoline tax money
allocated by the board of super;
visors last' week. ~Although the
supervisors at a conference several
months ago agreed among them-
selves. that future moneys from
this source would be equally ap=
portioned among the five districts,
it was indicated today that they
will say the agreement becomes
effective July 1, opening of the
new fiscal year.

This - onestenth for the fourth
distrjot. is to be compared with
$200,000 allocated to the second
distriet, for Supervisor Frank I.
